Dr.  Homer  P.  Rainey  as¬ 
sumed  the  duties  of  President  of 
Franklin  College  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  this  school  year.  He 
came  to  us  from  the  University 
of  Oregon,  where  he  had  been 
Professor  of  Education  since 
1924.  Dr.  Rainey  was  born 
and  reared  in  Texas,  and  grad¬ 
uated  from  Austen  College  at 
Sherman,  Texas,  in  1919.  His 
M.A.  degree  was  conferred  by 
the  University  of  Chicago  in 
1924,  and  his  Ph.D.  degree  by 
the  same  institution  in  1925. 
Dr.  Rainey  held  a  fellowship 
for  southern  students  in  educa¬ 
tion  during  his  second  year  of 
Dr.  Homer  Price  Rainey  graduate  work.  His  Ph.D.  de¬ 

gree  which  was  obtained  in 
record  time  for  the  University 
of  Chicago,  was  conferred  magna  cum  laude. 

However,  Dr.  Rainey  did  not  direct  his  activities  strictly  along  intel¬ 
lectual  paths.  He  was  also  quite  a  fine  athlete.  Baseball  and  track  are 
his  favorite  sports  and  he  can  beat  anyone  in  college  on  the  tennis  courts. 


With  the  coming  of  our  new  president,  we  believe  that  Franklin 
College  has  entered  on  a  new  era.  A  new  spirit  has  already  evidenced 
itself  among  the  students.  The  small  school  has  its  place  in  the  educa¬ 
tional  fields  of  the  country,  and  it  is  our  earnest  desire  that  Franklin 
attain  and  maintain  that  position.  This  is  a  goal  which  can  be  reached 
only  when  enthusiasm  for  the  school  and  its  future  on  the  part  of  every 
member  of  the  student  body  equals  that  of  Homer  P.  Rainey. 
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Mrs.  Elsa  Peterson  Klein 
has,  for  the  past  two  years, 
held  the  position  of  acting 
Dean  of  Women  of  Frank¬ 
lin  College.  Her  work 
among  the  girls  of  the 
school  has  been  very  suc¬ 
cessful.  Under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Mrs.  Klein  the 
W.  S.  G.  A.  has  become  a 
working  factor  in  the  col¬ 
lege,  the  rules  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  have  been  re¬ 
vised  and  improved,  and  a 
measure  of  real  self-gov¬ 
ernment  established.  To 
Mrs.  Klein’s  friendliness 
and  tact  is  due  much  of 
the  credit  for  the  harmon¬ 
ious  conditions  now  exist¬ 
ing. 

Dr.  Pleasant  Lee  Powell  has  served  Franklin  College  in  the  capacity  of 
Dean  of  Men  since  1922.  During  the  year  1926-’27  he  also  served  as 
acting  President  of  the  school.  This  last  year,  however,  he  has  been  per¬ 
mitted  to  devote  himself  wholly  to  the  duties  of  dean.  In  the  past  six 
years  he  has  shown  himself  most  efficient  in  handling  all  problems  of 
advice  and  discipline  among  the  men  of  the  college. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  these  two  deans  is  quite  apparent  and  is 
due  largely  to  the  personal  interest  shown  by  each,  in  ironing  out  our 
difficulties.  Mrs.  Klein  and  Dr.  Powell  have  cooperated  nicely  in  their 
work  and  have  been  a  great  help  to  Dr.  Rainey  in  this  project  of  recon¬ 
struction.

Coach  Ed  Duggan  labored  under  overwhelming 
odds  this  year,  and  came  out  smiling  on  top  of  the 
heap.

1927  Foot  Ball  Season 

Our  crippled  little  football  team  gained  recog¬ 
nition  throughout  Indiana  this  year  as  being  the 
smallest  football  team  ever  carried  by  a  college  in 
these  parts,  small  referring,  however,  to  numbers 
and  not  to  stature.  Twenty-three  men  reported 
to  the  first  practice,  but  before  the  season  ended, 
eight  of  them  had  disappeared, — mostly  via  the 
hospital  route.  However,  the  famous  "Sophomore 
Line”  of  1926  was  back  in  the  harness,  and  with 
an  exceedingly  fast,  although  light,  backfield, 
prospects  were  fair  for  a  good  year.  As  the  season 
progressed  the  lack  of  reserve  material  became 
steadily  more  obvious.  The  first  eleven  men  were 
probably  as  good  as  any  team  in  the  state,  but 
eleven  men  cannot  play  every  minute  of  every 
game  in  the  season  and  compete  with  schools  hav¬ 
ing  two  or  three  reserve  teams.  However,  in  spite 
of  it  all,  this  team  of  fighting  Baptists  went 
through  one  of  the  stiffest  schedules  we  have  ever 
had,  and  finished,  having  won  two,  lost  three,  an‘d 
tied  two  games.  Every  man  on  the  squad,  as  well 
as  Coach  Duggan,  deserves  a  world  of  credit.

The  opening  game  of  the  season  was  played  Sep¬ 
tember  24  on  Goodell  Field  with  Indiana  Central. 
Shirley,  Franklin’s  new  quarterback,  sneaked 
through  for  a  touchdown  in  the  first  quarter,  after 
which  Franklin  was  content  with  holding  Indiana 
Central  out  of  danger  for  the  remainder  of  the 
game.  This  policy  of  "score  and  then  stall”  was 
Franklin’s  only  hope  this  season,  by  using  it,  the 
team  was  able  to  conserve  its  limited  energy.  In 
the  third  quarter  a  punt  was  blocked  behind  In¬ 
diana  Central’s  own  goal,  scoring  a  touchback  for 
Franklin,  and  completing  the  afternoon’s  scoring, 
8-0  Franklin. 


Franklin  went  to  Muncie  Normal  on  October  7 
and  lost  a  hard  fought  game  13-0  to  the  Muncie 
"Cards.”  The  field  was  a  sea  of  mud,  and  Muncie 
showed  surprising  early-season  form  to  cop  the 
honors.  This  game  showed  up  one  glaring  weak¬ 
ness  of  the  Franklin  team— its  inability  to  cope 
with  a  passing  attack.  During  the  next  week 
Duggan  drilled  the  boys  constantly  on  this,  in 
preparation  for  the  coming  Butler  battle.

After  a  week’s  intensive  drill  Coach  Duggan 
took  a  very  determined  squad  to  Irvington,  to 
battle  once  more  with  our  traditional  enemy — 
Butler.  It  was  Butler’s  Home-coming  and  a 
capacity  crowd  turned  out  to  see  the  game. 
Franklin  rose  to  the  most  brilliant  form  of  the 
season,  and  held  Butler  to  a  7-7  deadlock.  Rake 
scored  through  left  tackle  after  the  first  few  min¬ 
utes  of  play,  and  then  Franklin  fought  desperately 
to  maintain  the  advantage.  Butler  was  unable  to 
score  until  the  third  quarter,  when,  through  a 
mistake  of  the  umpire,  Franklin  was  penalized 
fifteen  yards,  and  Butler  was  placed  within  scor¬ 
ing  distance.  A  long  pass  and  a  hard  line  smash 
and  the  score  was  tied.  The  two  teams  battled  on 
even  terms  during  the  rest  of  the  game.  At  least 
it  was  a  great  game  and  a  real  victory  for  us. 

Indiana  State  Normal  furnished  the  opposition 
for  our  Home-coming,  October  22,  and  went 
down  after  a  hard  struggle,  6-0.  It  was  a  beau¬ 
tiful  day,  and  with  the  addition  of  four  hundred 
IHSPA  delegates,  the  old  bleachers  were  filled  at 
last.  Franklin  scored  in  the  early  minutes,  and 
then  fell  back  on  the  old  stall. 
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The  next  Saturday  Franklin  went  to  DePauw 
to  fight  it  out  with  the  Methodists  on  Babstock 
field.  It  was  Old  Gold  Day  in  Greencastle,  and 
several  hundred  old  grads  were  on  hand  for  the 
struggle.  For  three  quarters  the  two  teams  bat¬ 
tled  on  equal  terms,  but  gradually  the  Methodist 
reserve  strength  began  to  tell  on  Franklin’s  hard- 
fighting  line,  and  finally,  after  a  series  of  terrific 
plunges,  the  Old  Gold  broke  through  and  made 
the  only  score  of  the  day.  Franklin  was  in 
dangerous  territory  during  the  last  quarter,  but 
the  final  gun  ruined  our  chance  to  score.  Duggan 
played  his  entire  squad  of  fifteen  men  in  this 
game  and  they  all  put  up  a  whale  of  a  good  fight. 

On  November  5,  Franklin  played  another 
Homecoming  at  Earlham.  It  was  bitter  cold  and 
the  game  was  full  of  fumbles.  Earlham  scored 
early  on  a  Franklin  fumble,  and  a  long  forward 
pass.  Franklin  retaliated  in  the  third  quarter, 
marching  the  length  of  the  field  from  their  own 
ten-yard  line.  O’Brien’s  beautiful  end  runs  fur¬ 
nished  quite  a  sensation.  Franklin  lost  several 
chances  to  score  through  fumbles  at  the  crucial 
moment.  Neither  team  was  able  to  kick  goal,  and 
the  final  score  remained  6-6.

The  final  game  of  the  season  was  played  at  Pur¬ 
due  on  November  12.  The  less  said  about  this 
game  the  better.  By  this  time  Franklin  had  only 
fifteen  men  left  on  the  squad,  and  Purdue  used 
about  forty-four  in  the  game.  However,  the  sta¬ 
tistics  of  the  game  show  that  Franklin  gained  more 
ground  in  this  game  than  in  any  other  game  they 
played.  Rake  and  O’Brien  made  fairly  consistent 
gains,  and  Rake  ran  back  a  kickoff  in  the  second 
quarter  and  seemed  sure  to  score,  but  he  was 
downed  on  the  twenty-yard  line,  and  Franklin 
never  had  another  chance.  Purdue  scored  at  will, 
and  ran  in  frequent  substitutes.  The  final  score 
was  44-0. 

Thus  ended  the  1927  football  season.  With  a 
total  of  twenty-seven  points,  Franklin  won  two, 
tied  two,  and  lost  three  games.  Not  half  bad. 
Individually  every  man  on  the  squad  played  a  good 
brand  of  football,  and,  Lord  knows,  we  couldn’t 
have  got  along  without  one  of  them.  In  the 
backfield,  Shirley,  Rake,  O’Brien  and  Breiner  play¬ 
ed  most  of  the  games,  backed  up  by  Townsend, 
Dugan,  and  Campbell.  In  the  line  Kannamacher, 
Greene,  R.  Williams,  Ried,  Kincaid,  Sapp  and 
Easter  performed  with  greatest  brilliance,  while 
Carlo,  Andrews,  H.  Williams,  Sanders  and  Combs 
stood  ready  to  help  them  out. 
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Rake,  playing  his  last  year  on  a  Franklin  Col¬ 
lege  football  team,  was  undoubtedly  the  individ¬ 
ual  star  of  the  backfield.  He  was  one  of  the  best 
punters  in  the  state  this  year,  and  that,  coupled 
with  his  ability  to  pass,  and  run,  made  him  ex¬ 
tremely  dangerous.  Rake  was  mentioned  for 
several  all-state  teams  at  the  close  of  the  season. 
O’Brien,  Shirley,  and  Breiner  played  fine  ball  for 
their  first  year  on  the  varsity.  These  boys  will  all 
be  back  next  year,  and  should  go  big.  In  the  line 
Kannamacher  and  Easter  were  probably  the  best 
performers.  "Kannie,”  we  think,  is  about  the 
best  end  in  the  state,  and  we’re  absolutely  sure 
that  nobody  can  pile  ’em  up  like  Easter  does. 
Both  of  these  boys  won  places  on  all-state  teams, 
and  both  deserved  everything  they  got.  John 
Sapp  also  played  his  last  year  in  Franklin  uniform, 
and  was  ranked  well  up  among  the  great  tackles 
of  the  state.  All  the  boys  cannot  be  stars,  of 
course,  but  they  all  fought  hard  and  deserve  all 
the  praise  we  can  give  them.  Coach  Duggan,  too, 
deserves  a  world  of  credit.  It  was  a  tough  season, 
and  the  old  boy  pulled  through  with  flying  colors. 
Next  year,  with  the  new  Freshman  ruling,  Frank¬ 
lin  should  do  great  things  in  Indiana  football.

Season 

A  resume  of  this  years’  basketball  season 
shows  that  the  old  Wagner  machine  was  not 
quite  as  efficient  as  in  years  past.  However, 
there  were  many  outstanding  highlights  that 
partly  overshadow  the  season’s  defeats.  In  the 
first  place  the  team  was  practically  without  ex¬ 
perience,  most  of  the  men  were  Sophomores, 
and  none  of  them  had  played  together  before.

In  the  first  game  of  the  season  Indiana  Cen¬ 
tral  was  beaten  in  an  overtime  game,  42-41. 
Shirley  and  Freeman,  playing  their  first  game 
with  the  varsity,  hit  the  basket  with  uncanny 
accuracy,  saving  Coach  Wagner’s  record  of 
never  having  lost  an  overtime  game,  in  all  the 
years  of  his  coaching.  Franklin  dropped  the 
next  game  to  Indiana  University,  34-2  5,  after 
leading  at  the  half,  18-17.  DePauw  went  on  a 
rampage  at  Greencastle,  in  our  next  fracus,  and 
was  ahead  37-21  after  the  deluge  of  field  goals. 
Franklin  was  out  for  blood  after  this  defeat 
and  Earlham  was  the  unfortunate  opposition  in 
the  next  game.  The  boys  turned  on  and  scored 
5  5  points  to  Earlham’s  20.  Butler  came  to 
town  the  next  Saturday  night  and  a  typical 
Franklin-Butler  battle  was  staged  in  the  High 
School  gym.  The  score  was  tied  at  the  half 
18-all,  and  at  one  time  in  the  second  half 
Franklin  led  28-22,  but  old  Butler  luck  came 
to  their  assistance  and  after  a  few  lousy  shots 
from  center,  Hinkle’s  Bulldogs  staged  a  big 
last  minute  rally  and  emerged  on  top,  40-3  2.

Notre  Dame  beat  us  twelve  points  after 
holding  a  lead  of  only  two  points  at  the  half, 
and  Danville  Normal  did  the  same  thing  the 
next  week-end.  However,  Franklin  came 
through  in  the  next  game  to  win  from  Muncie 
Normal,  champions  of  the  Little  State  College 
Tournament.  The  score  of  this  game  was 
3  8-34.  Hanover  went  down,  3  8-32,  after  a 
hard  struggle  in  the  next  game,  but  Evansville 
beat  us  again  at  Evansville,  31-20,  after  Frank¬ 
lin  had  led  15-12  at  the  half.  At  this  point 
the  mumps  put  a  crimp  in  the  Franklin  lineup, 
and  only  two  more  games  were  won  in  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  season.  Earlham  and  Danville 
were  defeated,  while  Purdue,  DePauw,  Butler, 
Muncie  Normal,  and  Manchester  beat  us  by 
small  scores. 

Individually  the  Baptist  squad  failed  to  pro¬ 
duce  any  outstanding  star.  The  team  was 
composed  mostly  of  Sophomores,  and  only  two 
men  will  graduate.  The  boys  all  fought  hard 
and  showed  some  real  ability.  Next  season 
should  see  Franklin  College  again  on  top  in 
Indiana  basketball. 
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"Buster"  McQuiston 
played  his  last  season  on 
the  varsity,  this  year;  he 
graduates  this  spring  and 
his  loss  will  be  keenly 
felt  by  the  team  next 
year.  The  mumps  cramp¬ 
ed  Buster’s  style  for  a 
while  but  he  played 
great  ball  while  he  was 
in  shape. 


Freeman  and  Shirley  were  the  high  point  men 
for  the  season,  both  finishing  well  up  in  the 
state  scoring  column.  Both  also  were  given 
places  on  several  all-state  teams.  Combs  and 
Henderson,  the  old  Hopewell  combination, 
worked  well  together  during  the  last  few 
games  of  the  season,  and  should  go  big  next 
year.  Coy  and  Reid  held  down  the  guard  po¬ 
sitions  in  most  of  the  games,  and  put  up  a  fine 
brand  of  ball.  Harold  Williams  was  probably 
the  best  backguard  in  the  state  this  year,  but 
was  injured  early  in  the  season,  and  saw  action 
only  in  a  few  games.  Red  Green  was  in  a  hit¬ 
ting  slump  early  in  the  season,  but  came  back 
in  great  form  at  the  last.  Next  year  the  team 
will  be  without  the  services  of  Lennis  Green 
and  Ralph  McQuiston,  who  will  graduate  in 
June.
